Washington, Jan. 25.—Fiual plans 


for the presentations -of—lire HSpourn 
railroad rate bill to the house were 
unanimously agreed upoa at a meet- 
ing of the house committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce attended 
by the'l2 Republican and the six Dem- 
ocratic members Chairman Hepburn 
is to report the bill favorably at once 
and urge the earliest possible consid- 
eration. The committee's unanimous 
opinion is that the bill will be consid- 
ered not later than next Tuesday. No 
rule to limit debate will be sought by 
the committee unless there be objec- 
tion to the consideration of the bill 
by unanimous consent. It was agreea 
that all the members or cae commit- 
tee will oppose any amendments to 
the bill which the committee is un- 
willing to accept 


The treaty under -which the United 


States relinquishes to Cuba all claim 
or title to the Isle oi Pim^ was or- 
dered reported by a jtinjouiv of the 
senate committee on fcu>i>,i relations.

ests of Americans who have invest- 
ments on the island. As reported by 
the majority the treaty is exactly as 
it was reported and made public on 
November 24, 190S. 


It provides that the title to the 


island shall be relinquished to Cuba 
in consideration of the grants of coal- 
ing and naval stations in Cuba here- 
tofore made by the Cuban 
govern- 


ment to the United States. It is the 
contention of the majority of the for- 
eign relations committee thai article 
Z of the treaty gives ample protection 
to American interests. Tbis article 
stipulates that citizens of the United 
States who at the ume ot the ex- 
change of ratifications of the treaty 
shal' be residing in or holding prop- 
erty in.the Isle^oLPines^ shall.,snffer 
no diminution of the rights and priv- 
ileges they have acquired. 
They may 


remain there or remove therefrom, re- 
taining, in either event, ail their 
rights of property. They shall nave 
the right to carry on their industry, 
commerce and professions, being sub- 
ject to such laws as are applicable to 
other foreigners 


The joint statehood program of the 


administration has been adopted. For- 
ty-three Republican "insurgents" went 
down to defeat, having voted vainly 
with the Democrats to gain control at 
the rnle, the terms of which are to 
govern the statehood bill in its pass- 
age through the house. The vote or- 
dering the previous question on the 
rule was 192 ayes to 16£ nays. The. 
rule adopted provides that 'i.e bai 
granting statehood to Oklahoma and 
the Indian Territory as ''Oklahoma" 
and Arizona and New Mexico as "Ari- 
zona" should be debated and then vot-

than 11 truncheon cherished lovingly in 
his box at the. barracks a Ion!?, keen 
kbit's whoso handle bore a littie row of 
notches. It wss merely a valued relic 
of the policeman's younger days before 
be left bis faraway "jungle village to 
enlist In the white man's service, but 
each notch "could"have told its tale of 
the swift and deadly blow that added 
yet one more to the number of jungle 
tragedies anil one more to the grim line 
of trophies hanging in tbe village long 
house. 


Head hunting as a tribal custom, is 


rapinly dying out as t!;e "sphere of in- 
fluence" of the government slowly but 
steadily extends farther anil farther 
into" the interior. 


The principal reasons for which beads 


are taken may be summed np into a 
few .•words—firstly, as a sign of valor 
anil-token of manhood, and, secondly, 
as a ready method of keeping the score 
in a blood feud. It is a common belief 
that the wihl Dynk of Borneo is in the 
habit of prowling around with a large 
knife like the lion of Scripture, "seek- 
ing whom he may devour," and also 
that he collects heads in much the sumo 
way as his white brother collects post- 
age stamps .or butterflies. Tills, bow- 
ever, is fur from being the case, and 
the native of the far Interior is In real- 
ity a very mild savage, whose principal 
vk-c is the habit of bccoi&lug extremely 
intoxicated on a fermented drink which 
he makes.from a far too large portion 
of his rice crop. 


We will briefly analyze the first of 


tb« two reasons given above for which 
the young "buck" sallies forth on a I 
bead'bunt. Undoubtedly In days gone 
fcy the possession of a head Implied 
that the owner, or, rather, tho new own- 
er, had successfully mot and conquered 
nn enemy. The young brave swaggered 
home with his newly acquired trophy, 
feeling that he had at last donned the 
toga virills and was entitled to marry 
A v/!?r «"<! jnln In the councils of the 
men. Festivities were helit, iniK'c ,jVmu- 
titles of tnpal (rice wine) were con- 
sumed, nnd the hero of the hour, having 
taken posscnsion of a room In the "mar- 
ried" portion of the long house that. 
Shelters the whole of a Dyak village 
and found a damsel to share It, would 
proceed to hang up his head as proudly 
as his English brother hangs up bis 
first: sporting trophy. 


Times have deteriorated since these 


jjood old daye. The youcg matron whose

man whose spouse could boast but two, 
tad the latter was probably uagg«l ai..

To puss on from this somewhat grew- 


Bonn* theuif, were some of the oififera 
In Itorneo to write the histories of all 
the blooj feuds with which they have 
dealt they would fill many and large 
volumes, for never a tribe but has its 
two or three. Some of these are of fair- 
ly modi-ru origin, and their story, as 
told over the campSre at night by the 
"old man" of the tri-!je, takes but a few 
minutes to relate, every head^. lost or 


being carefully ticked oft on the 


fingers, the teller being conscious of a 
score of younger men squatting round, 
each of whom would consider the omis- 
sion of his share in tho matter as a per- 
sonal insult Others again are of such 
long standing that their origin is lost in 
tht- mists of time, and no -man of Telo- 
cusau can tell why his village is at feud 
with the people of Panawan. 


Various causes contribute to give rise 


to these blood feuils. Perhaps during n 
tattlu receiving expedition by the young 
bloods of village A a man of village B 
will be killed and his head taken to 
adorn the long house at A. The vil- 
lagers of B. liiding their time, tor these 
are jungle.folk and not courageous, will 
take a party of A people at a disadvan- 
tage, aud the roof beam of the long 
house of B bos fi heavier weight to car- 
ry. Then a blood feud is declared, and 
It becomes the bounden duty of every 
B man (note the emphasis) to collect 
the heatl of every A person that he can 
manage to fall upon without much risk 
to himself, anil vice versa. Each village 
keeps count of its score by tbe simple 
expedient of banging up the tangible 
evidence of every point ia the ghastly 
contest so as to be constantly before its 
eyes. 


And BO the game goes on from year 


to year, and the row of skulls in each 
village grows longer and longer till 
there conies a day when the English 
officer, having felt his way for months, 
quietly suggests to the chief of A that 
it might be an advantage to settle 
matters and make friends with B. The 
chief laughs at the idea. But oil the 
same it sinks in, and the old man finds 
himself thinking'.how good it would 
be to be"able to trade and search for 
gutta anil rotan In the rich country 
aroniui his rival's village. No more Is 
said. Bnt the white man..find's himself 
shortly in viiiuge B, and the process ia

ished in Scotland. The most famous 
worthy who took "ad vantage of it was 
Thpirias De Qnhicej*. author of -'Confes- 
sions of nn English Opium Eater." The 
sanctuary boundary at tbo foot of the 
Canongate was marked by a row of 
stones in the roadway, which was 
known as tbe Abbey strand. 


There is a most humorous story con- 


nected with the Institution,. says the 
London News. A reckless debtor left 
the retreat and strolled up tlio Ganon- 
gate. He was espied by a vigilant 
sheriff's officer, who promptly gave 
chase. The debtor turned and ran like 
a hare sanctuaryward. He tripped and 
fell at the Abbey strand, but with bis 
head witbin the protected area. AH the 
saroe, be was arrested by tue minion of 
tbe law and immured la the debtors' 
quarters in Carlton jiiU. 


He sued the sheriff's officer for illegal 


arrest, and the court of sessions Judge 
who tried the case gave a decision in 
bis favor. His lordship held that tbq 
head,, tbe intelligent part of tbe man's 
anatomy, which contracted the debt, 
was witbin the- sanctuary and thus se- 
cure from 
rapture.

people are not ripe for a full con- 
stitutional regime.

The opening of the floodgates of 


agitation by the .publication of the

Droiled Birds. 


All birds that are to be broilwl rcisst 


be split in tl;e back, the nocks must be 
cut off, tlie birds w!pc-tl and the legs 
drawn up orer the breast. This will 
give a compact form to the bird. Now 
season 'with salt, spread soft butter 
over the breast and Ipgs and then 
dredge, thickly with flour; put in the 
double broiler and cook over clear 
coals, having the buttered autl floured 
side toward the fire ut first, so tliat 
the two materials may unite and form 
a paste on the bird, Tnrn the broiler, 
however, ns soon as the bntter drips 
off nud flames up. Cook (iiiail or squab 
for ten minutes and smaller birds six 
or eight. Partridge and grouse may be 
cooked to tbc satne way, but the 
grouse should be cooked for twenty 
minutes and the partridge thirty. 
Serve the smail birds on slices of crisp

Many persons fsistidlons in other 


ways never think to wash the dates 
which arc served on their tables. Noth- 
ing scorches ont dust and holds it more 
tenaciously than such sticky fruits. 
Moreover, many hands have handled 
the dates from the time p£ gathering to 
the last weighing by the fruit seller. 
The dates, too. nre much itnprovet] in 
sightliness, if nfit in iiavor, by plntnri 
ing them for five minutes or so in tepid 
water. This washing and plumpins nre 
very neeessriry when the date's'.hro to 
be stuffed. 
For stiifling remote the 


stones after they are washed nnd sontc- 
e<l rind refill them with nnt menta, 
marshmallows, gluger and nuts.
